T HE Dutiful and Devoted Children of the Church 
| of England, having in the late Reign with fo 
much Zeal aud Conrage, as well a4 with ſuchwa- 
riety of Learning defended the Doftrines and Reaſons of 
the Reformation, again#t all the Accuſations of her dy 
Adverſaries, and ſome of them alſo expoſing themſelves to 
great Dangers, rather than truckle to Will and Power, 
againſt the Laws and Liberties of their Country, did, to- 
gether with many others, think, when their Preſent Ma- 
jeſties came to the Throne, that great Numbers of thoſe 
who had ſucked in Prejudices againFt the Church, by rea- 
fon of their Education, would either have come into her 
Communion, as now being convinced the Clamours againf$ 
her were falſe, or elſe at leaf would have treated her 
and her Members with a greater Civility and! ReſyeF,

then through their falſs Conceits of Things, they did Le- 
fore ; but we quickly found ourſelves miſtaken,and that the 
Athiopian could not change his Skin , mor the Leopard 
his Spots ; for preſently hoping they had an opportunity 
to play over their Old Game again, out comes two Books, 
the one againit Dioceſan Epiſcopacy, and the other againit 
Liturgies (two. things they themſelves kuew the moSt mo- 
derate amongFft us, that are honeft, will not part withal) 
theſe Books were carried up and down in Triumph, and 
the poor Church of England had met with a Blow that not 
only ſtunn'd her, but quite knocked her on the Head ; but 
in a convenient time they had their juſt Doom, and were, 
I may with great Truth ſay, unanſwerably anſwered, the 
one by Dr. Comber, the preſent Dean of Durham ; rhe 
other by the late Dr. Maurice, Profeſſor of the Chair at 
Oxtord. 


After thu, that the State might have a taſte of their 
Civility and Breeding, as well as the Church, a leud Pam- 
phlet againſt King Charles the Fir? was ſent out into 
the World, under the Name of Ludlow, whom an At of 
Parliament calls one of the moſt deteſtable Traytors that 
ever was, and this dedicated to Sir E. S. Kt. which Li- 
bel was ſpread abroad, and cried up with all the Zeal 
imaginable, and according as it was deſigned, it had its 
effetts, and the Party who have left the Communion of our 
Church, in all Places and Companies, opened their wide 
Mouths againft the Name and Memory of that excellent 
Prince ; upon hearing of which, both in my own private 
and accidental Converſation, and from many of my Friends, 
whoſe Reports I durſt credit, I having by Reading the A- 
ions and Sufferings of that King, received other Impreſ- 


frons of him, was reſolved, if no better Pen prevented me, 
to 
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to vindicate that Great Man ; and accordingly, the lat- 
ter end of the lait Tear, put out a little Book ia the De- 
feace of that Prince, having aothing more in my eye, then 
by ſo doing, to preſerve the Honour and Safety of the Pre- 
ſent Government tn Church and State; which Book no 
ſooner was ſpread, but I was loaden with a thouſand Re- 
proaches, which, I thank God, I was the leſs affeited 
withal, becauſe of the Cauſe I was engaged in ; and withal, 
beeauſe I had provided myſelf againſt them, and within 
three Months after, as if Hell had broke looſe, out comes 
a Fetter under the ſame Name of the Trayter Ludlow, 
diretted to myſelf, and as pretended, Fas ane by my ho- 
ef? Defence ; which Letter, when [ ſeriouſly-read over, 
I could not contain myſelf from wonder and amazements ; 
yea, 1 found myſelf in various Paſſions, to wit, of Anger 
and Grief, I, of Foy too, not I aſſure you for the ſin of 
the Book, for that I abhor ; but that by the Book, the 
Government might ſee the Spirit of the Party, and hou 
far to truſt, and when to ſuſpett them. 


Now, My Lords and Gentlemen, Sc. you would ad- 
mire to hear, how this Libel was brought up, lent from 
one hand to another, with the Charafter of a delicate and 
waanſwerable Book ; and the well-meaning Author of King 
Charles's Defence, was a Knave and a Fool, and utterly 
loſt as to his Credit and Intereſt in the New and True 
Friends of King William and Queen Mary, and the Good 
Old Cauſe was now revived, and upon us Legs again, and 
glorious Days are coming, and all by Virtue of the Influ- 
ence of thu Letter from Ludlow. Well, in a few days 7 
ſet myſelf to a more cloſe Conſideration of the Book, and 
preſently found the Author an Impoſer upon his Reader, 


and that he had belyed King Charles in plain Matters of 
Fat: 
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Fatt ; upon which I was reſolved to expoſe him, and is 
a convenient time, by a cloſe application, I drew np this 


Reply, which I now preſent to you, hoping thereby to have 
done fomething to prevent the ſpreading of this vile Man's 


Poyſon. 


And now, my Lords and Gentlemen, &c. give me 
leave to be ſo plain as to tell you, That if this Spirit be 
not diſcouraged, but once again get within the Walls of 
St. Stephen's Chappel, back'd and aſſiſted with Power, it 
will, my Lords Spiritual, Fote you prefently out of the 
Houſe of Peers, and ſoon after out of your Biſhopricks, 
and afterwards will vindicate its barbarous uſage of you, 
by declaring you the Catterpillars of the Earth, and the 
Locuſts that afcend ont of the bottomleſs Pit. And for 
you, my Lords Temporal, Gentry, Clergy, and honeſt 
Commoners, zt will, after it has branded you with the 
Names of Malignants, Popiſh Counſellors, and Adherents 
to the Intereſt of the Beaſt ; this Spirit, I ſay, . when in 
the Chair, will force you to Compoſitions, Sequeſtrations, 
Decimations, Baniſhment, Imprifonument, and ſome bf you 
to a Scaffold at Tower-hill, or che Palace-yard ; and 
therefore T canwot but upon thi Account open my whole 
Fteart to you, and tell you, (and I care not what Cen- 
ures I unter for it) that wext to the Eternal Laws of 
Nature, and the Reaſonibleneſs and Excellency of the 
Chriſtiaa Religion , fountled in, and purchaſed by the 
Blvoll of Chrift, God Man, 1 think we ought to be 2ealbus 
in'the Defence of this Great King, upon whoſe Reputation, 
'of Diſkonour, antl the 'rinciples that maintain the one, 
'by thoſe thi prophgate phe other, depend the Being, and 
PFell-heing of vr prefent Church ant State, and conſe- 
quently of the Life and Preſervation of our preſemt King 


and 
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and Queen, together with all their Succeſſors in the 
Englith Throne ; and this 7 ſay upon the greateſt delibe- 
ration of Mind, —— or prejudice to any Party 
of Me: what/wever ; and upon this ſcore have I taken upon 
me the Defence of this Great Man, not in the leaſt wiſh- 
ing, ill ts, cr defirivs the Oppreſſion of any ſort of Men, 
who will live quietly and peaceably under Their Majeſties 
happy Government, nor any ways _— their Liberty of 
Conſcience, as long as they make a modeſt and thankful uſe 


of it.

A LETT E R from Ludlow 
to Dr, Hollingworth, oc. 


SIR, 


Have met with your Book, without the Civility 
of your ſending me one ; but I quickly found 
reaſon not to wonder at that : for upon reading 
you over, I found Civility none of your Talent ; 
and tho'l am fo far from being in the leaſt con- 

cerned at your ungentile Behaviour , and: unhandſome 
Uſage of my{clt, that I think it really an Honour to be 
reflected on by a Perſon of your Principles, and ſhould 
have the werſe Opinton of myſelf, it I had the good 
word either of you, or thoſe of your Party : yet, Sir, 
when I read over your barbarous dealing with that ex- 
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cellent Prince, King Charles I. your dirty and Tinker- 
like Names by which you call him, and thoſe many 
undeſerved Indignities you load his Sacred Memory 
withal, truly, Sr , it makes my Heart ake, and my 
Fleſh tremble, to think at this time of the Day, and 
under ſuch a Government, there ſhould be found lo bold, 
fo impudent, and ſo unmannerly a Perſon in the King- 
dom, that dares belch forth ſuch leud, fuch diſhanoura- 
ble and falſe Things, againft one who was the Lord's 
Anointed, and your own lawful and undoubted Sove- 
raign. 

What, Sir, do not you know, that the greateſt part 
of the Nobility, Ggntry, aud Qoqunans of Bu/ord do 
to this very Day continue and preferve a great Venera- 
tion for the Name and Memory of King Charles the 
Firſt > Have you forgot when the Nation was reſtored 
to its Rights and Laws, not over-awed by an Infolent 
and Threatning Army, that they chole a Repreſentative 
that preſently expreſſed the Sence of the Nation, as to 
that Prince, and condemned by an Act of State, all 
thoſe who had any hand in his Murther, and appointed 
a Day (which you, like yourſelf, ſcorntully call a Mad- 
ding-day) for ever to bewail the Sin, and thereby to 
prevent thoſe Judgments, which they thought, that 
Horrid Act might be juſtly attended withal 2 Cannot 
you further remember, or have you not heard, that 
Their preſent Majeſties had two Sermons preached be- 
fore them, the laſt Thirtieth of Faxuary, that both They, 
and the reſt that heard them, might the better be en- 
gaped to renew their juſt Sence of, as well as deep Sor- 
row for the deteſtable Fat 2 And, Sir, did not the 
Lords and Commons appoint two Preachers, to help 
their ſorrowful Meditations that Day ; the one, the 
Right Reverend Biſhop Kidder ; and the other, the 

Reverend 
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Reverend Dr. Sherlock > And have you not-Wead thoſe 
Sermons, for which the two Houſes thanked them, and 
ordered them ta be Printed for che Good of the Na- 
tion, that the Memory of that Great Man might be 
kept alive, and the Sence of his Horrid Murther pre- 
{erved in the Breaſts of the People > Come, Sir, it you - 
have not read them, I will give you an Account of 
ſome Paſſages in them both 3 and I befe:ci you, for 
your Soul's good, to mind them ; for 'tis pity any one 
Body in the Kingdom thould not know them, that fo 
they may be preſerved from the Poyfon and Inte&ion 
of ſuch {currilous Books as this of yours 1s. 

Pag. 20 ſays the good Biſhop : © On tlus Day it 
« was, that our Soyeraign, of bleſſed Memory, tell by 
© the Hands of Violence and Wickednels, then was his 
* Righteous Blood ſhed ; and tho' we gave no explicit 
« Conlent to this barbarous Murther, and perhaps, with 
* the Jews, have ſaid, That if we had been in'the Days 
* of our Fore-fathers, we would not have been Parta- 
* kers with them ; yet all this while we may deceive 
* ourſelves, and others, if we do not confeſs this Sin 
<* with great humility, and abandon all propenſity to {6 
«* great a Wickednels. | 

And Pag. 2.2. ſays this good Man, & We may learn 
« what caule we have to be humbled for our Fathers 
« Sins, and more particularly for the Wickedne(s com- 
* mitted on this Day ; then was the: Nation ſtained 
* with the Righteous Blood of an innocent -and excel- 
_ lent Prince ; that Bloud God will. require of the prin- 
<* cipal Criminals and Acceſlories allo of the firſt Offen- 
« ders, and their, Aſlocintes ; :and as we would not be 
* charged with it, let us humble ourſelves before God, 
* the Stain. car} be removed no otherways, thaa by 
«* Tears of Repentance, and the Blood of Jcſus, ; 
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' And truly, 'S7r, before I cite the next paſſage, let me 
tell you, here is very bad News for you, and all your 
Adherents, and therefore, inſtead of vindicating, tho- 
rovgh the hardneſs of your Hearts, I pray you humble 
yourſelves before God, that ſo the continuance in this 
Sin may not be your Ruin. 

Pag. 2.5. Speaking further of this Murther, he ſays 
thus : © It will admit of no extenuation, it was an A- 
& ion foul and deformed, barbarous and cruel, with- 
« out excule or plea, he muſt be loſt to the Reaſon of a 
« Man, and the Tenderneſs of a Chriſtian, whom it 
« ſtrikes not with Rorrovr. 

Pag 26. © We are all concerned in this Day's Work, 
« to bewail the Wickedneſs of Men, and improve the 
« amazing Providence of God. 

And once more, ©« We have ſince this Fatal Blow was 
< given, ſuttered (everely, and what the Jews ſay of 
< the Calt in the Wilderneſs, That there is ſomething of 
« it in all their Sufferings, may with as much Truth be 
« {aid of the barbarous Murther of this Day. Our Suf- 
« ferings have been the Product of the horrid Sin of this 
« Day, for many of them, they bear the Mark and 
«* Signatures of it. | 

And truly, Sir, let me tell you, it the Biſhop be in 
the right, as all good Men conclude he is, I am ſure 
you are very muclt in the wrong, and 'ought to repent 
and give Glory' to God, by conteſling your great Fault, 
in ſo villanouſly beſpattering ſuch a Man, as this Great 
and Good King was. 


| If aſter this you look into the Sermon preached the 
ſame day betore the Commons, by that great and well- 
ſtudied Divine, Dr. Sherlock, you will fiad pag. 5. theſe 
words :

« The Sin we this Day lament, [ ſhall make no ſcru- 
« ple to call it, what you have this Day, in your Pub- 
« lick Prayers to Almighty God, confeſſed it to be, the 
« barbarous Murther ot an excellent Prince. 

And Pag. 10. © It we add to this, the Character of 
« hi; Perſon, and thoſe Princely Vertues which adorned 
« his Life, {ſuch Vertues as are rarely found in meancr 
« Perſons ; nay, which would have adorncd even an 
« Hermit's Cell, it ſtill aggravates the Iniquity of his 
« Murther. 

And at the bottom of the Page you will find ſome- 
thing that truly concerns yourſelt, and upon that ſcore 
I have tranſcribed ir. 

« There is a Spirit of Zeal and FaCtion, the Principles 
« of which, if not reſtrained, will ruin the beſt Princes, 
« and overturn the beſt Governmeat in the World : tor 
« they make little difference between Princes, when they 
« can find Pretence and Power. 


Now, Sir, I ſay again, have you not read, or at 
teaſt licard of theſe two Sermons 2 And durſt you then 
venture out into the World, thus armed with hellifh 
Revenge, and black Malice, to ſtab the Memory of, 
and murther a-freſh, a Prince, for whom fo great, ſo 
wiſe a part of the Nation have ſo unſpeakable, and with- 
al ſo juſt a Value and Veneration 2 Good God! when 
Men are once hardned in Sin, and by living. long in it, 
have contracted Habits and Cuſtoms, what bold and 
impudent things will they not both ſay and do! God 
Almighty open your Eyes, and ſhew you the Evil of 
your ways, bctore it be too late, that ſo you may not 
periſh in, and by this your great [niquity.

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And now; Szr, I come to Examine your Letter it 
ſelf. 


The Title-page is, General Ludlow's Letter to Dr. 
Hollingworth. 


Pray, Sir, how durſt you aſſume this Name 2 for 
we are not {0 ignorant who you are, as it may be you 
think we are. Pray, Sir, do not you know, that Lad- 
low (tor the Name of General belongs not to him) hath 
ſtood condemned for above Thirty Years, as an cxe- 
crable Traytor, by Act of Parliament ; and that when 
he had the Confidence to come lately to London, the 
Spirit of the Nation roſe fo up againſt him, that the 
then Parliament addreſſed to the King, to illue out his 
Proclamation, in order to apprehend him, that he might 
ſ{uffer that Death his Treaſon deſerved, and the Law 
had provided ; upon Notice of which, you know he 
fled. Now certainly, Sir, you are a very bold Man, 
and *tis pity the Government does not take you at your 
Word, and hang you up in his ſtead ; tor there is a Debt 
due from Ludlow to the Juſtice of the Nation : and [ 
know no Man fitter to pay it, than he that is {o fond of 
the Traytor, as to perſonate him, and in his Name to 
vindicate thoſe ACtions for which he ſtands condem- 
ned. 

There is one thing more I cannot but obſerve in your 
Title-page, and that is, your Quotation out of one of 
Biſhop Burxet's Sermons, and by which you would {cem 
to juſtifie your calling the Thurticth of . January, the 
Madding-day ; the Words are thete, which I tranſcribe 


cn purpoſe, ty let the World ſce what a Cheat you are 
willing 
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willing to put upon your Readers, and thereby ſuppoſe 
them to be the moſt filly Perſcns in Nature. _ | 


« I acknowledge it were better, if we could have 
« Job's Wiſh, That this Day ſhould periſh, and the $ha- 
« dow of Death ſhould cover it, that it ſhould not (ee 
< the dawning of the Day, nor ſhould the Light ſhine 
« upon it ; it were better to ſtrike it out of the Calen- 
« der, and make our January terminate at the 29th, 
« and add thele remaining Days to February. 


Now l appeal to any Man of Common Sence and [nge- 
nuity,Iwhether he can wreſt theſe words to your malici- 
ous Deſign, when they appear at firſt fight only a Rheto- 
rical Flight, whereby that Right Reverend Perſon would 
expreſs the deteſtablene(s, and horridneſs of the Fact, 
which he bewailed that Day, a way that all Orators have 
given themſelves the liberty, to declaim againſt any 
thing that was notorioufly bad in its Nature and Conſe- 
quences : and yet {o fond are you of theſe words, in 
hopes by them to impoſe upon your credulous Reader, 
that you repeat them again, pag. 9. and ſillily tell me, 
you hope by them to have lfered ſomething to cool 
my red-hot Zeal for the Obſervation of that day : Poor 
Man, how much are you miſtaken, when theſe very 
Words carry {o much in them of the Biſhop's abhor- 
rence of the Fa&t, that if it was poſſible to raiſe my O- 
pinion of the neceſſity of ſtill keeping that Day, they 
would contribute towards it. 


The next thing that offers-in your Book, is an Epiſtle 
Dedicatory ; and pray let us ſee who are the Perſons 
that are thought worthy to Patronize this modeſt and

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and nothing but the Truth ; ſure, either the King and 
Queen, or el{s the Lords of the Council, are only fir 
to have thetr Names prefixt toa Book, that defends the 
Rights of the Nation, their Laws and Liberties, againſt 
the Encrcachiments and Ulurpations of a proud Nimrod, 
and hardencd Pharaoh, and in plain Engliſh, a merci- 
leis Tyrant, as you are pleaſed, in your wonted man- 
nerly way, to itile King Charles the Firſt, pag. 68. 
No, no, Sir, your Common-wealths-Men arc always 
for encreating their Party, and courting the Populace, 
and theretore this famous Tract muit be dedicated, 79 
all fincere Lovers of Old England, inhabiting in the Pa- 
riſh of $t. Buttolpis Aldgate, London : tho' when we 
come to examine theſe Words well, I believe you will 
find you have miſtaken your Men, and will miſs of 
Your Aim in this Dedication. Lf indeed you mean Old 
England, as 1 am ſure you ought to do, and which re- 
ally I believe, and that upon good grounds, you do nor, 
namely, the Government of Exg/and, by King, Lords, 
and Commons, I do then allure you we have ( and | 
thank God for it) abundance ot thole in A/dgate Pariſh, 
who ſcorn to ſuffer themſelves to be put upon by ſucly 
inſinuations as theſe are ; they Ive their Country, and 
its. Laws and Liberties, and defire no more to lee the 
Day, whercin Ordinances ſuperſede Acts of Parl:ament, 
and Kings forced by Tumults irom their Vaiaccs, and 
Subjects with armed Force aflaulcing theu Natural 
Prince,and Armies turning their Maſters out of Doots, 
and the Faithful and Loyal Nobility and Gentry thrown 
by the Hands of Violence, and agaiit all Lay, out of 
Houſe and Home, and many ot thein iccking rheir 
Bread in ſtrange Countries, who deſire no more to fee 
the Day when worthy Perſons are lorced up to Loudon 
racumpoaund for their Eſtates at Goldſmiths, and _— 
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daſhers:Halls, only tor doing their Duties, and ſtand- 
ing by their Prince, according to the Laws of the 
Land, and the Oaths they had taken, no more to ſee 
the Day wherein their King is Impriſoned, denyed the 
Comfort of his Servants and Chaplains, and at laſt mur- 
thered by a vile Brood, a Generation of Vipers, who 
neither tear God nor Man. 

Sir, It theſe be the Men you addrels to, you have 
loſt your Aim, and your Letter will fiad no Welcome, 
to my knowledge, in the Pariſh of A/dgate ; as for 0- 
thers in my Parith, and I know but few of them, that 
are Lovers of 0/4 England in your Sence ; that is, Lo- 
vers of Old England, as it conſiſts of a very tew Lords, 
and half a Houle of Commons, in oppoſition to, and 
inan actual War with their Lawtul Soveraign ; or, as 
it conſiſts of a Rump, made up of Forty eight Perſons, 
aſluming the Confidence to ſtile themſelves, The Com 
mons of England, and raifing Money at Will and Plea- 
{ure upon their Fellow-Subjects, contrary to the Funda- 
mental Conſtitution of the Kingdom, as for ſuch as theſe, 
you may take them to yourſelt, and make much of 
them ; torl aſſure you, they are in no Credit with us, 
who arc true Lovers of 0/4 England indeed. 


You begin your Epiſtle with a prophane Piece of 
Wit, ſuch as Men of your loole and irreligious Tem- 
per are always fond of the Subject of, namely, the 
Church, and the Clergy ; but the beſt of it is but bor- 
rowed: and truly, I being fo dull, as you report me to 
be, ſhall not undertake to reply to it, for fear I ſhould 
run into the {ame wicked folly, both you and the Au- 
thor of it have always been apt to be guilty of, And 
beſides, Sir, your hideous and baſe Refleftions upon 


King Charles the Firſt, have made me too melancholly 
C to 
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to indulge the gayety of my Fancy, if I was naturally 
given that way : I do nor caſt my eye upon any part 
of your Book, without horrour and conſternation of 
Mind, to think, there is yet in the World, a grey hair- 
ed Man, with 'one Foot in the Grave, provoking God, 
by ſhooting out his bitter and poyſonous Arrows into 
the Sides of a Perſon whoſe Memory is fo precious to 
{o vaſt a Number of the devout and ſerious part of the 
Nation, and therefore I ſhall betake myſelf with all the 
brevity I can, to conſider your various Charges you fo 
impudently draw up againſt the King and Queens 
Grandfather, both in your Epiſtle, and in the Book it 
ſelf; which is more than I am concerned to do : be- 
cauſe I only undertook to defend the laſt Eight Years 
of his Life, and acknowledged Miſtakes in his Govern- 
ment before, which I proved, he not only offered, but 
aftually reAified, and therefore I thought we ought all 
ro imitate God, who pardons a Sinner, and calls his 
Errors no more to a remembrance, when he teſtifies his 
Repentance by a thorough Reformation. But God, Sr, 
it appears by your Spirit and Actions, 1s none of your 
Pattern ; but rather then you will not gratifie your 
Luſts againſt this Great King, you will look into every 
part of his Life, and arraign him for every particular 
Error ; nay, will pick up every il-natured Lye, and 
falſe Suggeſtion, that his {worn Enemies endeavoured 
to blaſt his Credit amongſt his Subjects withal, and in 
the mean time not ſhew ſo much good Nature, or com- 
mon Chriſtianity, as to ſpeak of one of his Vertues, tho' 
{o many were conſpicuous in him thorough his whole 
Reign. No, Sir, that would not ſerve your Ends, nor 
anſwer the Deſign of your Party, which the wiſe Men 
of the Nation are ſufficiently aware of, and, I hope, will 
take Care to prevent, 

In 
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In your Epiſtle, you tell us of a Letter which the 
Prince wrote to the Pope, which from the beginning 
to the end favours of Popery ; and you mention four 
Particulars to prove it. 

Fir, You tell us, That he proſeſſes nothing could 
afte& him ſo much, as Alliance with a Prince, that had 
the fame Apprehenſions of True Religion with himſelt : 
For God's ſake, Sir, read over the Letter again, and tell 
me where there is ſuch a word, or any thing likeit ; I 
have the Letter now before me, as it 1s in Ryſhworth, 
and I aſſure you upon reading it again and again, I 
find nothing like it ; and I hope I am not fo dull, but 
I underſtand Common Sence, and if it was not for the 
unmannerlineſs of the expreſſion, I would, I am juſtly 
provoked, to ſay, Leave your E--—. 

Secondly, What, Sir,You ſay, That hecalls Popery the 
Catholick, Apoſtolick, Roman Religion, all others No- 
velty and Faction ? In what part of the Letter find you 
this, Sir 2 I tell you, it is falſe; there is not one Syl- 
lable of this nature throughout the whole ; and I chak 
lenge the whole World of Malice to fhew me any thing 
like it in the Letter, And now again, Szr, who ought 
to leave there L--- ? 

Thirdly, You ſay, That he proteſted, he did not & 
ſteem it a matter of greater Honour to be deſcended 
trom great Princes, than to imitate them in the Zeal 
of rheir Picty, who had often expoſed their Eſtates and 
Lives in the Exaltation of the Holy Croſs. And pray, 
where 1s the fault in this ; I hope any Man that knows 
what the Holy Croſs means, in its proper ſence, which 
is nothing elſe but the Chriſtian Religion, purchaſed up- 
on the Croſs, by the Blood of Jefiis, will ay, that this 
Proteftation is fo. far from blackning this Great Prince, 
that it redounds to his Credit and Honour. And truly, 
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Sir, he:that conſiders his Life and Death, will ſay, -He 
made this good to a tittle ; for he loſt both, not only for 
his ſtanding up for the Laws of his Country, but for 
the Delcnce of the beſt conſtitured Chriſtian Church 
in the World. 


Fourthly, You lay, That he ſolemnly engaged to the 
Pope, to {pare nothing in the World, even to the ha- 
zarding of his Life and Eſtate, to ſettle a thing ſo plea- 
ſing to God, as Unity with Rome. Surely, Sir, you 
are paſt all manner of ſhame, and a Man would think 
you was poſlels'd ; for there is not one word of this in 
the Letter, and none but a Perſon, who cares not what 
Fallities he obtrudes upon the World, in order to de- 
ceive the ſilly and credulous part of Mankind, would 
have ſo boldly Printed ſuch a notorious Falſhood as this 
is, and who ought to leave his L--, Sir. And as for 
his Reply to the Pope's Nuncio, which you mention at- 
ter theſe Falſhoods, pray tell-me in what Authentick 
Author, I may find it ; for I aſſure you, you have put 
ſo many falle things together before, that you have fo 
mich loſt your Credit with me, that I will believe no- 
thing of your bare aſſertion ; and I do not doubt, but 
every Body that reads us both, will be of my mind. 
Come, come, Sir, had you done like an honeſt Man, that 
was reſolved to ſerve Truth, and not a Faction, you 
would have told the World, that when the Great Spaniſh 
Favourite, at his firſt coming to Madrid, began to talk 
of his changing his Religion ; he anſwered, He came 
' for a Wife, and not for a Religion : you would have 

told us what Mr. Ruſhworth does, pag. 83. That when 
they uſed ſo many various Arts to allure him to Popery, 
that he remained ſteadfaſt to his Religion ;. neither did 
he expreſs any ſhew of change ; furcher, you _ 
ave

have told what Mr. Johnſon the Scotch-man, in his Latin 
Hiſtory of thoſe times, acquaints us withal ; namely, 
that when the Romiſh Divines came about him, and 
preſſed him to profeſs the Romiſh Religion, and deſired 
that he would hearken to thoſe Reatons they would 
give him, againſt thoſe who had diſturbed their Anci- 
ent Religion, he poſitively denied it, and let them know, 
He was fo ſetled in his Religion, that he would not be 
pluckt from it ; you would have further have told, 
When they found all their Attempts upon him ia vain, 
they inveighed againſt Gondomar, becauſe he had in- 
formed the King and State, that the Prince had a Diſpo- 
ſition eaſie to be wrought upon, to be made a Catho- 
lick, Caba. p. 329. 

- But, Sir, thele are real Truths, and therefore not fit 
for the Pen of ſuch a deſigning Demigogue as you are : 
your buſineſs is by degrees to deſtroy the Monarchy, 
and hope the wounding of this Great and Good Man's 
Reputation will contribute toward it, and therefore no 
wonder we hear of none ct his Vertues, and in particu- 
hr that of his conſtancy to the Religious Perſwaſions 
of his Mind, 

It may be now you expect I ſhould give myſelf the 
trouble to anlwer your firſt Letter ; but I will ſpare my 
{elf the labour, becauſe I underſtand it is recommended 
to a better Hand, who underſtands the Records and 
Tranſactions of thoſe times thoroughly, and who I do 
not doubt in time, will do you and your leud Book Ju- 
ſtice ; for ſo I will (till call it, becauſe it was leudly de- 
ſigned, and had as leud an effe& : for it was the occaſi- 
on of moſt of thoſe unmannerly and undutiful RefleQi- 
ons, that have been lately made againſt this excellent 
Prince, both in City and Country ; which indeed was 


the only thing that provoked me to the Defence of that 
King, 
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King ; and therefore, Sir, you that unprovoked began 
the Quarrel, and ſtirred the Coles, are the Makebate, 
and not 1, who honeſtly defended a wronged and inju- 
.red Perſon, which is the Duty of every good Chriſtian 
Man, and will have the Anſiver of a good Conſcience, 
let ſuch as you are rage and toam at Mouth never fo 
much at it. 

The next thing I ſball take Notice of, is the puniſh- 
ment of DoCtor- Leighton, by repreſenting of which 
in the blackeſt Colours, you would beget in your Rea- 
ders bad Thoughts of this excellent Priace, and his 
Reign, | b 

Sir, It may be, I am ſomething of your mind, that 
he met with hard Fate, and ſuch, as it I had been in 
the World, and one of his Judges, with my preſent 
ſence of things, I ſhould not have conſented to. But 
after all this, Szr, tet me tell you, Dr. Leighton was a 
great Tranſgreſlor, and deſerved a ſevere Puniſhment, 
if it be true what Mr. Whi#/ock writes, as I do not in 
the leaſt queſtion but it is : for Mem. p. 14. he tells you 
his Crimes in theſe words : © Dr. Leighton, a Scotch- 
& man, for his Book, entituled, Son's Plea, dedicated 
«* to the haſt Parliament, counſelling them to kill all the 
<* Biſhops, by fmiting them under the Fifth Rib ; and 
< railing againſt the Queen, calling her a Canaanite, 
« and /dolatreſfs, had the Sentence of the Star-Chom- 
« ber. Ret 
Good, Sir, muſt it be Perſecution, to call ſuch a 
foul-mouthed Perſon to an Account, and to puniſh him 2 
Why truly then, Laws and Governments are very filly 
and precarious things, and Men may fay and do what 
they Hiſt, (which will certainly make a blefled World) 
a the King's Reign muſt be bloody, that ſecures itſelf 


apainft the Violence and Railing of the worſt of Maleta- 
Ctors 
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Qors. Sir, Had any Maa faid or writ at this rate a- 
gainſt your beloved Rump, I know what Fate he muſt 
have met withal, and you yourſelf would have called it 
Juſtice, and not Perſecution. 

And now, Sir, betore I come to your Scotch Aﬀair, 
a few words with you about Pryn, Baſtwick, and Bur- 
ton, whole Story you recite at large in your Book, and 
all with a deſign to blacken this Prince. 

Sir, I have looked into the Story of theſe three Men 
with ſome care, and here, if you pleaſe, I will make 
you my Confeſlor : And I mult tell you, it is no Cre- 
dit to you ; for if I was to chooſe one for Modeſty and 
Honeſty, I would as ſoon pitch upon a Jeſuit as your 
ſelf. I do, upon a full Conſideration of the whole, wiſh 
from my Heart, that their Puniſhment had been ſome 
other way. 

[ do not think ( if it be lawſul for a private Perſon, 
as I am, to paſs a Judgment upon the Publick Actions 
of a then Legal Court) that the way of puniſhing thoſe 
Perſons, was not at all politick or prudent ; becaule not 
for the Intereſt, as things then ſtood, either of the 
King, or the Church ; it gave too great an occaſion 
for the deſigning Men of that Age, to open their mouths, 
and thereby to alienate the Hearts of the Common Peo- 
ple from the Government, and conſequently prepared 
them, to joyn with them in any Action of Revenge, 
when time and opportunity ſhould ſerve ; and if Biſhop 
Laud had kept in his Study at that time, and not ap- 
peared at all, cither to hear the Tryal, or aſſiſt in the 
Sentence, it had been better both for him, and thoſe 
Deſigns of Uniformity he had ſo much ſet his Heart 


upon. 
Yet,

Yet, Sir, for all thar, I do not think theſe three 
Men were wholly to be paſled by, becauſe of their ſe- 
veral Characters and Profeſhons ; or that the Juſtice of 
the Nation ovgit to have - been afraid of accounting 
with ſuch bold Men, as they ſhewed themſelves. Pray,let 
any Man read over their ſeveral Writings, which were 
the occaſion of thoſe ſevere Cenſures, and it he be an 
unprejudicet, and undeſigning Perſon, and yct commend 
them, I will forfeit a great deal more than | am willing 
to loſe. Certainly, more violent, rude, and unbeco- 
ming Refleions were never uttered, ſuch Sarcalins, 
and Invectives, ſuch bare-faced Abules, as it they had 
got 2 Pattent from the Powers below, to {peak cvit of 
Digaities. 

Mr. Burton ſpeaking of the Biſhops, inſtead of Pil- 
lars, calls them Catterpillars ; initead of Farhers, Step- 
Fathers, with abundance of other Aſperſions, that truly 
are not fit to be named. 

Dr. Baſtwick breathes nothing but Fire and Brim- 
ſtone, and throws down his Tiunderbolts upon the 
Heads of the Biſhops, as it he was the great Comman- 
der of the Clouds. And I beg the Reader to take a 
taſte of all the reſt, from one particular paſſage which 
I find in Mr. Whitlock, Mem. p. 25. 1n his Anſwer to 
the Information againſt him, in the Star-Chamber, you 
have theſe words : © That the Prelates are Invaders of 
* the King's Prerogative, Contemners and Deſpiſers. of 
«* the Holy Scripture, Advancers of Popery and Super- 
* ſtition, [dolatry, and Prophanenels ; alſo, they abuſe 
& the King's Authority, to the Oppreſiion of his Loyal 
& Subjects, and therein exerciſe great Cruelty, Tyran- 
* ny, and Injuſtice, and in execution of thoſe impious 
* Performances, they ſhew neither Wit, Honeſty, nor 


* Temperance, nor arc they either Servants of God, 
c 
or 
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* or the King, but of the Devil, being Enemies to God, 
«* and of every living thing that is good. Which the 
{aid Dr. Baſtwick is ready to maintain ; and Mr. Whze- 
lock adds immediately, to thew the wiltulnefs of the 
Man, That none of his Friends could prevail with him 
to expunge this, and other-like paſſages, out of his An- 
lwer. | 

Now, Sir, pray tell me, who can plead for ſuch a 
Spirit as this is, or what Government can ſuffer ſuch 
Indignities and Provocations as thele are. 

As for Mr. Pryn, he lived to fee and reifie a great 
many of his Errors, and to be a Thorn in the fides of 
ſuch Men as you, who had overturned the Govern- 
ment, and violated all the Laws of the Land ; and I 
wiſh he had ſeen them betore, that he might have eſca- 
ped thoſe Puniſhments, which made ſuch a noiſe, and 
turned to ſobadan Account in the Kingdom, and there- 
fore I ſhallſay nomore upon this matter, but this: That 
the great miſtake the Nation was 4hen in, and many are 
to this very day, is, that theſe three Men ſuffered for 
pure Religion, for being ſevere Chriſtians in their Lives 
and Converſations, and ſtanding up for the Cauſe of 
Chriſt ; whereas it appears.throughout the whole Sro- 
ry, it was for Libelling the Government, and puttin 
Indignties and Aﬀronts upon the then Legal Admini- 
ſtrators, ſuch as no Government, that values itsſelf, and 
its Honour, upon the face of the Earth would bear, with- 
out juſt Reſentments, and ſutable Puniſhments. . Chri- 
ſtian Religion teaches Men to be modeſt and peaceable, 
and with all patience to ſuffer for well doing, and to 
acknowledge God's Juſtice, when his Rod is laid upon 
their Baeks for evil doing. And ſo much by way of 
Anſwer:tothat part of your Book, by which you have 


'endeavoured to*blacken the good Kizo's Reign, and to 
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run down the Reputation of Biſhop Lawd, and toexpreſs 
our Indignation againſt me, for ſaying other ways he 
was a good Man ; which I {till fay, and have a very 
good Man to back me, namely, Judge Whitlock, a Man 
of a clear Credit, and ſound Judgment ; who, as his 
Son tells us in his Mem. ſaid of him, That he had too 
much fire, but was a juſt and good Man. And truly, 
Sir, I think it is more like a Chriſtian to ſpeak well of 
a Chriſtian Biſhop, than to call him by ſuch ſpiteful and 
reproachful Names, as you have done in your ſcurri- 
lous Book. | 

[ come now to make ſome Refle&tions upon your 

Scotch Story, which you have told with ſo much Ve- 
nome and Partiality, that you have every ways acted 
like your malicious and ungodly felt, and ſhewn you 
are a Man fo reſolved for a Party, that rather than not 
ſerve it to purpoſe, you will call Darkneſs Light, and 
Light Darknels. | 

You begin with a Relation of Biſhop Laud's compo- 
ſing a Common-Prayer-Book for them ; and tell us how 
the Mutinies and Diſturbances in Scotland ſprung from 
thence ;. which truly I am very ſorry tor : for I am 
ſure it had been better for them, and the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion profeſſed amongſt them, it they had ſubmitted 
to the Uſage of the Book, and continued it ever ſince. 
The Worſhip of God would have been performed with 
Order and Decency, and in a way ſuitable to his Dt 
vine Nature and Perfe&ions, and conſequently could 
not have been expoſed to the Contempt and Scorn of 
Men wickedly and atheiſtically inclined ; nor yet have 
been nauſeous to the ſoberly, wiſe, and ſeriouſly devout 
part of that Kingdom, as now it is, by reaſon of thoſe 
rude, and undigeſted Addreſſes, thoſe extempore and 


unpremeditated Expoſtulations with God, thoſe __ 
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and ſaucy Applications, that for want -of a good Book, 
or 2 well framed Form of Prayer of their own before- 
hand, and committed to Memory , are {9 commonly 
inade uſe of in their Pulpits : too many of the Accounts 
of which, we have lately , ſince the Great Turn in 
Scotland, received from very good Hands, and undent- 
able Teſtimonies. 

[, but this bold-face ſays, This Liturgy was not only 
compoled by Fe Laud, but ſent by him to tbe Pope 
and Cardinals for their approbartion,; , and this Story I 
muſt not dare to deny : But with your good leave, Mr. 
Modeſty, 1 will venture upon that piece of Confidence, 
as to tell you, I do not believe it, and that becauſe you 
aſſert it ; you, whom [I have proved already to falſifie, 
and miſrepreſent every thing that you pretend written 
Authority for : What | Bilkop Laud (end to the Pope 
and Cardinals for their Approbation of a Liturgy, al- 
moſt the ſame with our own ? Sure, Sir, you have for- 
got the hatred the Popes of Rome, as well as the Diſlen- 
ters, , have to our Church Common-Prayer-Book : You 
have forgot the Bull of the Pope, in the Tenth of Queen 
Elizabeth, which commands all his preteaded Catholick 
Children not to attend upon the Publick Liturgical De- 
votions of our Church, and that under the (evereſt Cen-. 
lure of the Apoſtolical Chair, and you have allo for- 
got (but you have always a bad Memory, tor any thing 
that makes either for Monarchy or Epiſcopacy) that 
the Papiſts upon that Account, and by Virtue of the 
Authority of that Bull have declined our Publick Ser- 
vice ever ſince. And therefore 'tis very likely Biſhop 
Laud ſhould ſend a Liturgy to Rome for its approbation, 
which hath ſo long ſtood condemned by the lugheſt 
Authority that preſides there. 
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In fort; $4r, I cannot but conclude from this Story, 
that you thave got a Secret, or elfe you wonkd have 
blttthed' to have vented: ſich ant altogether improbable, 
#nd yet fo deſignedly 1 malicious Take as this is, and 
therefore notwithſtanding your Marginal Caution, I 
will fay, Leave your foolikg;, and think not to abuſe 
the good People of Eng/and with ſuch Infirmations, as 
will gain a belief from none, but thoſe who are reſol- 
ved to believe all you boldly affert as Oracle, againſt 
the tkeareſt and brighteſt Reaſons to the corttrary. 

Well, 8:4, you By it was ſent into Seotlavd ; pray let 
me as youbne Queſtion : In whoſe Nane,ahdby whole 
Authority was it ſeat > Was it put upoh them by a 
Rump Parliament, an uſurping ProteRtor, or by their 
liwfol and undoubted Soveraign ? If by their Soveraigh, 
pray then, $zr, why if they did not like it, did they not 
hſt ſubthiffively petition their lawful King, and let him 
kiow, how diſgaſtful the Liturgy was to many of his 
Subjeats/in that Kingdoth 2 What muſt nothing ſerve 
theſe pure and refined Reformmtrs, but Fire preſently cal- 
led from Heaven, muſt Clubs and Staffs, and Old Wo- 
mens Joynt-ſtools, decide the Controverſie betwixt their 
Soveraigit and them 2 Muſt they prefently aſſault one 
of the Biſhops; the Earl of 7raquazre, the Lord Provoſt, 
and Council of the City, and threw down the Lord 
Treaſurer going to the Council, taking trom him his 
Hat, Cloak, and White Stafte by violent Hands? Good 
God ! whatdutitul, what harmleſs, and peaceable Sub- 
jecs are theſe > How much do they deſerve ſuch an Ad- 
vocate as our Letter-Writer 2 And what worſt of things 
will not a Seditious Commonwealth's-man plead for, 
when he will vindicate ſuch Barbaritics as theſe are. 
But to go further with you , Szr , Muſt theſe Men of 
their own heads, without any Warrant from the Legal 

Au- 
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Authority of the Nation, enter into a Covenant witl- 
out the King ; nay, againſt his Will and Pleaſure 2 As 
they could not but know, and that becaule they had 
entered into one with King James's Conſent, in 1580, 
to defend the Purity of Religion, and the King's Perſon 
and Rights againſt the Charch of Kome ; Whar are thele 
two Covenants of one and the ſame Nature, centred in- 
to by one and the ſame Authority ; a Covenant entred 
into by King Fames's Conſent, under his Hand and Seal, 
and a Covenant entred into by a Faction againlt rhe 
Conſent of King Charles, a Covenant to detend them- 
ſelves and their Religion, againtt all the Ulurpations ot 
Rome ; and the other ſolemnly, nay, rather tumulty- 
ouſly, and riotouſly taken, againſt compliance with the 
Church of England, the greateſt Bulwark againſt Rome, 
and all its Encroachments upon the true Governm. nt of 
Chriſt the Head, which 4 think the Zeal, Learning, and 
Divinity of the Members of the Church of Eng/and, did 
ſufficiently demonſtrate the laſt Reign. Away, Sir, 
with ſuch ſtuff as this is, 'and do not fancy the whole 
Race of Mankind to be fo blind, as to be lead into ſuch 
Ditches, as ſuch blind and malicious Guides as you are 
endeavour to ſeduce them. 

Come, Sir, the Story is too long for my deſigned 
brevity in this Aalwer, and therefore I will give you in 
ſhort, rhe Scnce and Judgment of Mr. Whitlock upon 
it (an Author, I ſuppoſe, none of you will diſallow) and 
then leave it to the Candid Reader, to think whether 
this Scotch Rebellion deſerves to be extolled and magni- 
fied at that rate you have done it : Herells you, pag.2 6. 
Memor. * That the King ſtudying (tho highly offended 
* at theſe Aﬀronts) how to compoſe the Diſcontents, 
* ſends Marqueſs Hamilton, his High Commillioner, for 


* ſetling the Peace, who when he camethither, and asked 
* them

* them what they expected iq ſatisfaction for their Grie- 
* vances, they anſwered, after pretences of Loyalty, as 
* all Rebels ever have done, till they got Power in their 
* hands, that they would ſooner renounce their Baptiſin, 
* than their Covenant (An admirable ſign of their know- 
* ledge of the difference of Covenants), 

And pag. 27. he tells you, in the King's Name the 
Marqueſs propoſed moderate and healing things (tor 16 
I mult call them) which he contracted into two Propo- 
fals which you may read there, he afterwards upon a 
turther Conſultation with the King, to whom he poſted, 
came back with a Declaration ot the Kings, wherein 
he ordered the Service-Book to be nulled, together with 
the Book of Canons, and the High Commiſſion, with 
a great many other things mightily gracious and con- 
deſcending, in particular, a General Aſſembly to be 
held at G/aſgow, Nov. the 8th, and a Parliament at Z- 
denburgh, May 5th, wherein-all by-gone Offences ſhould 
be pardoned, and a General Faſt indicted. Yet all this 
would not fſatisfie theſe new and bleſſed Reformers, but 
as the King grants, ' fo they lay their Heads together, 
and reſolve to make further Demands, and that they 
may encreaſe their Party. 

Pag. 28. we find their Seditious Remonſtrances, De- 
clarations, and Pamphlets were diſperſed, and their E- 
miſfaries and. Agents -inſ{inuated into the Company of 
all thoſe who were any ways diſcontented or galled at 
the Proceedings of the State of England. And withal 
he tells us particularly, pag. 29. That the Gentlemen 
who were imprifoned for the Loan, or diſirained torthe 
Ship-money, or otherwiſe diſobliged, had Applications 
made to them from the Covenanters, and {ecretly fa- 
voured and afliſted their Deſigns ; {o dui many others, 


eſptcially thoſe inclined to the Presbyterian Govern- 
ment, 
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ment, or whom the Publick Proceedings had any ways 
diſguſted. And afterwards, when the King had juſtly 
railed an Army to {uppreſs thele notorious Diſorders , 
yet for all that he conſents to a Treaty (ſucl was his 
inclinations to do good to his undelerving Subjects) and 
Commiliioners are appointed on both tides, and they 
come to a concluſion, agreeing upon Seven Articles, 
which the Reader may find pag. 29, which were ſigned 
by the Scozs Commillioners, and a preſent pertormance 
on their part promiled and expected , though immedi- 
ately notwithſtanding the King, as he tells us, juſtly 
performed the Articles on his fide, the Scots publiſh a 
Paper very ſ(editious, and againſt the Treaty, which (as 
it deſerved) was burnt by the common Hangman, and 
notwithſtanding the firſt Article agreed upon, was, To 
Disband the Forces of Scotland within Twenty tour 
hours after the firſt Agreement ; yet theſe pertidious 
Perſons, he tells us, kept part of their Forces in a Body, 
and all their Officers in Pay,and kept up their Fortificati- 
ons at Leith. | 
And now let the Reader judge by this, how deſerving 
theſe Men are of fuch Commendations, as this peſtilent 
and bold Letter-Writer gives them. And whereas this 
ſcandalizing Perſon has the Confidence to aflert, That 
the King when he came home, burnt by the common 
Hangman, the Pacitication he had made, 1 muſt tell 
him, he talks as he hath done all along throughout his 
Letter, fallely, and agaiaſt his own Reading and Knoxw- 
ledge : And for this I appeal to Biſhop Burnet, in his 
Memoirs of the two Aamiitons, where pag. 782. he 
acquaints us, That the Scots publiſhed a talle and ſcan- 
dalous Paper, entituled, Some of Hu Majeſties Treaties 
with his Subjefs of Scotland : fo untrue and (editious, 
that it was burnt by the Hands of the common Hang- 
man 
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man. And are not you a baſe Perſon then, to obtrude 
{uch a Lyc upon the World as you have done ; but it 
is no wonder , the Father whoſe Cauſe you have 
ſerved in this rude and (editious Libel is the Father of 
Lics, 

Well, Sir, after various Rudeneſles and Aſſaults of 
the Peace and Honour of His Majeſties Government, the 
Scotch Covenanters ſent new Commiſſioners to the King, 
who pag. 31. had great reſort to them, and many {c- 
cret Councils held with them by the difcontented Eng- 
liſh, eſpecially thoſe who favoured Presbytery, and 
were no Fricnds to Biſhops ; 1, and thoſe who inclined 
to a Republick, had much correſpondence with them, 
and they courted all, and tomented every Diſcontent, 
and made large Religious Promiſes of future happy Days; 
and after all, theſe ſteady and zealous Enemies to Rome, 
as you eſteem them, he tells you, proclaimed their Di(- 
contents, and implored Aid trom-the French King, by 
a Letter under the Hands of many of their principal A- 
ors, which they the leſs doubted, upon Confidence of 
Cardinal Richelieu, Con the Pope's Nuncio ; which 1 
think is much worſe rhan ſending a Civil Letter to the 
Pope, as the King, when Prince of Wales did, and 
which conſidering in whoſe Country he was, he could 
not ſafely avoid; and which is more than you can 
charge the Memory of Biſhop Laud withal : but you 
know, Some Men can better ſteal a Horſe, then other, 
look ou : And it has been the Cuſtom of your Party 
alwavs to ndtific the vileſt of Actions. Nay, hetells 
you further, that it was faid they were encouraged to 
take up. Arms from this Cardinal Richelzen,, by his 
Chaplain Chamberlaine , whom tie fent tothem : and 
by a; Letter which Zepburn, Page 10 his Eminency, 
brought to divers, both here and in Scotland, 

And 
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And now, 'Sir, I appeal to all the ingenuous and con- 
ſidering, to all the wile and unprejudiced part of this 
Age, who read over this Story, who were in fault, 
the King, or the Covenanters ? And whether His Ma- 
jeſty had not juſt reaſon, alter ſuch Diſcoverics as theſe 
were, to clap up ſome ot them in Priſon ? and whether 
he had been to blame, it for ſuch traiterous Corretpon- 
dencies with a Popith Prince, and a Popith Favourite, 
he had chopt oft {ome of their Heads. 

And this is all I think good to ſay, by way of An- 
ſwer, to your Scotch Afﬀeairs ; and truly I think it is 
cnough ot all reaſon to convince the World, what De- 
tenders of the Chriſtian Faith, and the Rights and Laws 
of their Country, thele Covenanters were. God bleſs 
the Kingdom of Scet/and, I, and England to, from 
{ſuch Retormers as theſe are ; and I hope the greateſt 
part of the People of both Nations will tay Amen to it, 
with all readineſs and chcertulnels, 


And thus, Sir, without any Obligations on my f:ue, 
"tor as I told you in my Defence, I only would concern 
myſelf with the laſt Eight Years of King Charles) | 
have run through, and proved your Acculations ſpite- 
tyl and falſe, which you have fo liberally ventcd to de- 
tame this Great and Good Man ; and I hope | haie g.- 
ven the World a juſt (atisfation how much you are ro 
be credited as to all the other things you aſſert ; you, I 
ſay, who rather than you will not terve your Cau'e, will 
ofter to the World the greatell Lyes and Catruths in Na- 
ture. 


I come now, Sr, to apply mylelt, Sr, to the De- 
fence of what I have ſaid in my Book, in the b2halt of 


King Charles, from your rude Impleadings of them, and 
E Re- 
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Refleions upon them. And here, Sr, I will be phin 
with you, I am not at leiſure to play the Buffoon, by 
making a Return to your Raillery, and little Witticiſms, 
wherewith you entertain your Reader in the beginning 
of your Libel ; but will follow the Advice of- a wifer 
and honeſter Man than either you, or any of your Par- 
ty arc, or will be, that is King So/omon, namely, No?

People have not made their Acknowledgments tor them, 
by preſenting their Soveraigns with great Sums of Mo. 
ney ? And how comes this to bea fault in King Charles, 
more than, in all his Predeceflors ? 


But buy theſe Acts did they 2 Pray, who had the 
diſpoſal of the Money 2 How was it laid out? Was it 
given to the King to do what he liſted withal > No, 
Sir, you know the contrary 3 and that amongſt the 
reſt of the Uſes it was put to, you know a great part 
of it was beſtowed upon the Scots, for the good Service 
they did, in rebelling againſt their King, and putting 
two Kingdoms into a flame ; and they returned home 
by the Favour of your Friends, loaden with the Nation's 
Treaſure ; when, if they had had their deſerts, they 
had gone back with Halters about their Necks, as a ſign 
of what was due to them, for ſo traiterouſly invading 
a Kingdom they had nothing to do withal. .

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But however, to ſhew he did nothing-willingly as to 
theſe condeſcending Acts, you tell us, when he paſt the 
Poll-Bill, he demurred to the paſſing of the Bills for 
taking away the Star-Chamber, and the High Commul- 
fion : And what then? May not King's take time to 
conſider, as well as other Men Muſt they, who con- 
ſidering the Charge God hath entruſted them withal, 
ought ro have better Eyes in their Heads than other 
Men, muſt they, I ſay, only a& like Bruits, and do 
things without previous thoughts, without a Why, or 
Wherefore > Who would fit in a Throne, if the Condi- 
tion of it muſt be the diveſting himſelf of the Reaſon 
and Conſideration of a Rational Creature, 


But, Sir, I will anſwer this Aſperſion in the King's 
own Words to the Two Houſes, and then leave the 
Reader to judge, whether you have done fairly, to

Another thing you refle upon me for, is, ſaying, 
Tizat ins ſigning the Bill for taking away my Lord 
$trafford's Lite, offered violence to the peace and quiet 
of his Mind, all the Days of his Life. And here, Sr, 
I cannot but take Not.ce, how you endeavour to make 
{port with this good Man's Conſcience ; but let me tell 
you, I have always obſerved, that thole Men who make 
{port with other Mens Conſciences, have none of their 
own ; and I am ſure you have ſhewn none throughout 
this ſcurrilous Letter, unleſs Lying and Slandering be 
the ſigns of Grace and Good Conſcience in a Common- 
wealth's-man. 


Pray, Sir, why might not the King ſcruple this ? 
Do not you know, what unuſual Arts and Methods 
were made uſe of, before they could agree upon a Bill 
to take away this Great Man's Lite? Do not you know 
how many of the Houſe of Commons proteſted againſt 
it 2 how thin the Houle of Lords was, when it paſſed 
there 2 how the Rabble were brought down to threaten 
the Houſe, and in,a clamorous way ( which you call 
peaceable) to cry, Juſtice, Juſtice ; and how they poſt- 
ed up the Names ot the Proteſtors, in order to <xpole 
them to the fury -and danger of the diſcontented and 
deſigning part of the City ? Anddo not you know atter 
ail, they were ſo little ſatisfied with the Legality of their 
Proceedings, that they in the very Bill it{clt _—_ a 

auſe 
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Clauſe, that this ſhould nat be made uſe of as a Prece- 
dent for the time to come, and after all this, might not 
a pious and compaſſionate King ſcruple the ſigning of 
ſuch a Bill from a very good Conſcience. 


Come, Sr, to anſwer this to the full, and vindicate 
the King's (cruple, I will here preſent to the World, 
tor their ſatisfation, the Sence, not of a Houle of 
Peers conſiſting of Seventeen or Eighteen Members ; 
for of a Houſe of Commons conſiſting of not many 
above an Hundred, but the Seace of two full Houſes of 
Lords and Commons, who took off the Attainder of 
that Noble Earl ; the Words in the Act are theſe:

where he made a particular Defence to every 
Article objefted againſt him ; inſomuch, that 
the Turbulent Party then ſeeing no hopes to, 
cftet their unjuſt Deſigns by any ordinary 
way and method of proceedings, did at Jaſt 
reſolve to attempt the Deſtruction and Attain- 
der of the ſaid Earl, by an Act of Parliament 


to.. be therefore purpoſely made, to condemn 
him 
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tim upon Accumulative Treaſon, none of the 
pretended Crimes being Treaſon apart, and fo 
could not be in the whole, if they had been 
proved, as they werenot 3 and alſo adjudged 
him guilty of Conſtrucive Treaſon, thar is, 
of Levying War againſt the King, though it 
was only the Commanding an Order of the 
Council-Board in-lre/and, to be executed by a 
Serjeant at Arms, and three or four Soldiers, 
which was the conſtant PraQtice of the Deputies 
there for along time 3 to which end they having 
firſt preſented a Bill for this intent to the Houle 
of Commons, and finding there moreoppaſition 
than they expetted, they cauſed a mnlritude 
of tumulruous Perſons to come down to VWeſt- 
minfter, armed with Swords and Staves, to fill 
both the Palace-Yards, and all the Approach- 
es to 'both Houſes of Parliament with fury 
and clamour, and to require Juſtice , ſpeedy 
Juſtice againſt the Earl of Strafford : And ha- 
ving by theſe,” and other undue Practices, ob- 
rained that Bill to paſs in the Houle of Com- 
mons, they cauſed the Name of thoſe reſolute 
Gentlemen, who in a Caſe of innocent Blood 
had freely difcharged their Conſciences, being 


Fifty Nine, to be poſted up in ſeveral Places 
abour 
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about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, 
and ſttled them Staffordians, and Enemies to 
their Country, hoping thereby to deliver them 
up to the Fury of the People, whom they had 
endeavoured to incenſe againſt them, and then 
procured the ſaid Bill to be {ent npto the Houle 
of Peers; where it having ſometime reſted an- 
der great Deliberation, at laſt in a time when 
2 great: part of the Pcers were! abſent, by rea- 
{on of the Tumutlts,  and' many 'of thofe whio 
were preſent proteſted againft it, the faid Bill 
paſſed in rhe Houſe of Peers ; and at length 
his late Majeſty King Charles the Firſt of Glo- 
rious Memory, granted a Commiſſion for gi- 
ving his Royal Aſent thereunto ; which never- 
theleleſs was done by his laid Majeſty with 
exceeding great ſorrow then, and ever remem- 
bred by him with unexpreſlible Grief of Heare, 
and out of his Majeſty's great Piety, he did 
publickly expreſs it, when his own Sacred Life 
was taken away by the moſt deteſtable Tray- 
cors that ever were.

- Ard 1 hope when this. is read and conſidered, it will 
{ſufficiently vindicate the King, and his Conſcience, and
